American  "boxed  apples  at  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  Jantiary  7, 
were  selling  at  atout  the  same  low  levels  as  'reported  Decemhsr  22,  according 
to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Ho  barreled  apple  prices  were 
reported  this  week.    Bo::ed  apples  continue,  as  they  have  all  season,  to 
sell  at  lower  prices  than  at  this  time  last  year.     The  light'  supplies  of 
boxed  apples  met  v/ith  a  dull  demand.     The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good. 
A  few  sales  of  Virginia  York  Imperials  in  baskets 'were  made  about  $1.95. 

Boxed  pear  prices  continue  ■  to  decline  and  a,re- selling  at  much  lower 
prices  than  at  this  time  last  year  in  the  United  Kingdom.    London  prices 
were  below  those  paid  at  Liverpool.     Supplies  of  boxed  pears  were  ligat  at 
both  Liverpool  and  London.     Tiio  condition  of  the  frMit  v/as  generally  good. 

Demand  was  moderate  for  the  light  supplies  of-iimerican  barreled 
apples  at  London;    Prices  were  about  the  same  as  reported  December  22,  which 
were  abovit  the  lowest  for  the  season.    Supplies  of  boxed  apples  v;erc  moderate 
and  met  a  moderate  inquiry.    Prices  were  similar  to  those  paid  at  Liverpool 
for  boxed  stock.     The  condition  of  the  fri-it  was  good. 

The  equivalent  of  198,000  boxes  of  apples  arrived  in  United  Kingdom, 
ports  from  Canada  and  the  United  States  last  v/eek  as  compared  with  154,000 
boxes  the  previous  v/sek.    The  equivalent  of  some  307,000  boxes  is  ejcpected 
to  arrive  next  week.    V/ith  these  large  sixpplies  in  view,  prices  v/ill  probably 
not  be  any  higher  than  those  of  this  week.    About  25,600  paclzages  of  South 
African  peaches,  plums  and  apricots  arrived  in  the  United  Kingdom  last  v/eek 
and  58,000  packages  are  expected  next  week.    Oranges  are  nov/  arriving  in 
volume  in  the  United  Kingdom.    Last  week,  100,000  boxes  of  Jaffa  oranges 
arrived  and  141,000  boxes  are  expected  next  week.     Tlie  equivalent  of  300,000 
boxes  of  Spanish  oranges  arrived  last  v/eek  and  370,000  the  week  before. 
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Prices  paid  for  American  frait  at  Liverpool  and  London.
